their purpose. 


It was apparent these Negroes 


were being used, for after a grim 
rendition of the Star Spangled 
Banner (instead of the Third In- 
ternationale) the meeting heard 
the first speaker, the local Negro 
leader of the Communist party, 
cite his conception of race griev- 
ances in a strong manner. 
He 


was a forceful and strong speak- 
er. As a matter of fact, the Ne- 
groes in the audience were some- 
what better dressed and looked 
more intelligent than the chum- 
my whites. His grievances were 
that 
Negro Christmas shoppers 


were permitted to spend 
their 


money at downtown stores, but 
not to sit down and eat there. 
He wanted that corrected. 
He 


also struck out at the local tran- 
sit company for refusing to hire 
Negro platform men, the local 
telephone company for not hiring 
Negro operators, and the local 
power company for ic-t using to 
hire Negroes for jobs—for which, 
he said, they were suited.

bills, finally taking 51 bills. She 
may have gotten S500 out of the 
crowd of 300 which is high capital- 
istic finance for political meet- 
ings even in the National Press 
club. 


The shallow screwiness of the 


affair did not occur to anyone. 
They all went out into the night 
from whence they came, a night 
in which their entire meeting had 
been held, despite the

Nation's Traffic 
Toll 


Set at 34,000 for 1946 


Chicago. Dec. 31—(AP)—The 


Nation's traffic death toll in 1946, 
the National Safetv Council esti- 
rr-^tcc! today, will be approximate- j 
ly 34.000 as compared M the 28.- j 
600 killed in motor accidents in 
1945 when war-time restrictions 
limited travel. 


Although the 1946 total will 


surpass last years toll by more 
than 5.000. the council said the 
figure is substantially below the 
all-time high year of 1941 when 
.'J9.969 traffic deaths occurred.

clared, "none will tail to concede 
major advances" toward a social 
system that seeks equality of op- 
portunity, maximum human free- 
dom and elevation of the dignity, 
well-being- and happiness of the in- 
dividual.

In contrast, 
during- the week ended Oct. 26 a 
total of some 484,000.000 pounds 
was slaughtered and inspected. 


Despite supplies which 
were 


short in comparison with demand. 
civilian consumers averaged 145 
pounds of meat apiece this year, 
compared with a 15-year average 
between 1925 and 1939 of less than 
132 pounds. 
But the Bureau of

Home Building Will 


Be Mainly in Large 
Type Homes in 1947 


Hold Out Hope for Some 


Small Homes; See 


More Material 


Washington, Dec. 31.—(AP)— 


What will it cost to build a new 
house in 1947? More, of course. 


Boiled down, these are the views 


of some government and industry 
officials here: 


A disproportionately large num- 


ber of $12.000 to $15,000 houses 
will be started in the next few 
months. 


But not all building will be con- 


centrated in the higher price class. 
And costs are likely to start com- 
ing down sometime in the year. 


These are just opinions because 


no official estimate exists. 
The 


Federal Housing- ''Administration 
is assembling figures now, and 
expects to have something fairly 
authoritative in a week or two. 


Factory Prices Up 


Meanwhile, here are some of the 


factors which put a big question- 
mark over the future of housing 
costs. 


The average prices of building 


materials has risen 20.8 per cent 
in the last six months. Since Nov. 
9 alone the general rise has been 
7.9 per cent, and lumber has soar- 
ed nearly 15 per cent. 


Those are factory priees_ In 


other words, they don't include 
the increased mark-up which is 
tacked on by dealers and con- 
tractors. And materials amount 
to 45 per cent of the total cost of 
a house, including lot. Labor costs 
represent 30 per cent of the total, 
and they have been rising too. 


Here's 
another 
invitation 
to 


higher costs: The new limit of 
1,500 square feet permits the con- 
struction of home about 50 per 
cent larger than could be built in 
most cities under the 
$10,000 


limit. 


The bigger the house, the 'bigger 


the builder's profit. 
Therefore 


many builders will go in for 
higher-cost dwellings as long- aa a 
market exists. 


Plenty of Demand 


And the market is likely to 


exist for quite a while. 


At no time in the last six years 


has it been easy for the man with 
a Jarge family, veteran or not, 1p 
build a good house big enough to 
accommodate 
his family. 
The 


three-bedroom home was a near- 
impossibility, in most cities. 


This is a market that hasn't 


' been scratched, and it will mean 
that a large proportion of the new 
homes started m the spring: will 
be as big aa the law allows. This 
will be a house up to 30 by 50 feet, 


not counting bay windows, garage, 
porches and such appendages. 


Some officials think that, on a 


nationwide average, it may cost 
around, $12.500 to $13,000. 


Lots Affect Costs 


Actually this is not far out of 


line with many houses built under 
the old regulations. 
Many a 


"310,000 home" approved by FHA 
wound up costing $11.000 or $12 - 
000 because a builder, if he found 
his costs going up because of de- 
lays and shortages, could go back 
to FHA and get the price ceiling 
raised. 


Prices also will vary wtih the 


cost of lots, the quality of build- 
ing, and the fanoiiiess of ^r::n 
spokesman for the Xatronal Asso- 
ciation of Home Builders says that 
"a very nice house" can be built 
for $15,000 in northern cities where 
building costs are high. 


Expect More Material 


The brighter spots are these: 
First: Building industry spokes- 


men point out that the small-home 
"development" on the outskirts of 
cities, and the "row-house" type 
of 
resident 
built 
shoulder to 


shoulder, block after 
block m 


larger cities, represent the bread- 
and-butter business of many con- 
tractors. 
They will be built in 


larger quantities, the industry men 
forecast, now that the industry is 
relatively free from go\ eminent 
red tape and rule-changing. 


Second: The big hope is for a 


speed-up in building time. That 20 
per cent rise m the price of build- 
ing materials may be offset, offic- 
ials believe, by rising production. 


If materials" are forthcoming in 


ample quantity and delivered at 
the construction site as needed, 
the 
time-wasting 
and money- 


wasting element of delay can be 
eliminated. 


The chances are, officials say. 


that this free flow of materials will 
be a reality in a matter of months, 
and will be reflected quickly in a 
decline of total building costs.
